physical body searches to be 
included in the new drugs law. 
These new laws are expected to 
benefit our legal authorities in 
our quest to combat criminality 
on Aruba. They provide agents 
with more instruments to help 
with prevention and repression 
of crimes, according to Minis¬ 
ter of Justice, Arthur Dowers. 

With respect to the preven¬ 
tive body searches for drugs 
and/or arms, this will be carried 
out in an organized fashion, 
giving police officers the au¬ 
thority, like is the case in Hol¬ 
land, to cordon off an area and 
frisk people who may be in the 
possession of illegal substances 
for trafficking and/or sale. 

The Police Force has also 
established a professional K-9 
Unit, which includes a special 
local training facility. They can 
now combine the K-9 team 
with the other police units. This 
will result in a much better ap¬ 
proach with better results in our 
fight against drug trafficking 
on Aruba. 


The Funds Forthcoming 
from Criminal Activity Ac¬ 
count will come from monies 
confiscated during judicial ac¬ 
tions which will be deposited to 
be used for combating crimes. 
These funds, which amount to 
about 100 thousand Aruban 
florins per year, formerly were 
sent to the Central Bank or to 
the General government’s 
cashier. In the new fund, the 
monies will go directly back 
into projects and/or material for 
combating crime. It may also 
be possible to transfer funds 
from the justice budget to this 
account. 

These funds will be avai¬ 
lable for 48 months, contrary to 
the government’s budget, 
which is available for only 
year, January to December. 

The Minister of Justice ex¬ 
pressed satisfaction for the 
unanimous approval of Parlia¬ 
ment for the two new laws. He 
considers these laws very im¬ 
portant instruments in our fight 
against criminality.

Obama said he was willing 
to negotiate a fix before year- 
end to avoid the harsh tax 
hikes and spending cuts pro¬ 
grammed for January 1, and 
then seek a comprehensive 
deal on long-term deficit re¬ 
duction next year. 

"We face a clear deadline 
that requires us to make some 
big decisions on jobs, taxes 
and deficits by the end of the 
year... As I’ve said before, I'm 
open to compromise and I'm 
open to new ideas," Obama 
said at his first press confer¬ 
ence after being re-elected on 
November 6. 

"Let's go ahead and lock 
that in. That will be good for 
the economy. It will be good 
for consumers. It will be good 
for businesses. It takes the 
edge off the fiscal cliff." 

He said it was crucial to 
reach agreement within weeks 
on extending existing tax 
breaks for 98 percent of Ame¬ 
rican households whose in¬ 
comes are below $250,000 a 
year, to avoiding forcing a 
steep consumer spending 
crunch from January 1.

ORANJESTAD — Last week’s 
protocol signed during the last 
National Social Dialogue en¬ 
tails various social laws to be 
introduced, which are slated to 
benefit those most vulnerable 
in our community. The agree¬ 
ments reached in that fifth So¬ 
cial Dialogue have yet to be 
ratified and approved by Parlia¬ 
ment so as to become law and 
take effect. 

One of the agreements is 
that the government will in¬ 
crease the welfare checks for 
persons physically disabled. 
This was a necessity as the 
physically handicapped had not 
received any adjustment in the 
support given them for many 
years. In 2010 they increased 
the welfare payouts by 25% for 
the employed and we increased 
the welfare payouts for those 
living in the same house of 
someone depending on welfare 
for their sustenance. 

The difference between 
those who were receiving wel¬ 
fare checks who are not handi¬ 
capped was great. Their 
income was only Afls.375. 
Hence the reason for beginning 
with an adjustment for this 
group of persons together with 
their children who were receiv¬ 
ing a meager amount. Now, 
after many years, it was de¬ 
cided to increase the amount 



3y an additional Afls. 100. As of 
January 1st, 2013, the welfare 
check for persons physically 
disabled will become Afls.935. 
per month. It’s not a large sum, 
but does represent an adjust¬ 
ment of more than 10%. 

Aruba currently has 1135 
persons registered as physically 
disabled at the Department of 
Social Affairs. In that number 
there are those who are 100% 
disabled, there are also those 
who were not born with a 
handicap, but due to some ac¬ 
cident have become handi¬ 
capped. Then there are those 
who through some form of ill¬ 
ness or accident are temporar¬ 
ily incapacitated and cannot 
work. 


Following a paraphrase of a 
saying made famous by Ge¬ 
neral Mac Arthur in 1951, this 
week a group of four old com¬ 
puter programmers at differ¬ 
ent periods at Lago, met again 
to share memories of their 
programming years at the 
General Office Building 
where the computers were 
housed.

Vi was one of the 
pioneers in the Tabulating De¬ 
partment. 

While enjoying the Peru¬ 
vian ceviche Mrs. Milagro 
Harms had prepared, all five 


opened their cache of anec¬ 
dotes and jokes of their pro¬ 
gramming period. As the 
periods of the four program¬ 
mers covered more than 30 
years, beginning in 1956 and 
ending one year after Lago 
ceased operations, their sto¬ 
ries were quite varied and in¬ 
volved many different 
personalities. 

Bill recounted his career 
after he left Lago and Clyde 


shared his experiences at dif¬ 
ferent Esso and Exxon affili¬ 
ates in the United States, 
Venezuela and Libya. Pancho 
and Carlito had more jokes 
than Bob Hope and many 
would make “The Aristo¬ 
crats” sound like a kinder¬ 
garten story. By the time the 
group were ready to go home 
they were all tired of laugh¬ 
ing. 

The serious part of the 
night was when Bill took out 
an old picture of the Lago 
workers he had known and 
asked what had become of 
them. On the picture of those 
that had deceased, Bill drew a 


small cross. When they noted 
that most had received the 
cross, the five old friends re¬ 
alized that at their age, they 
themselves were candidates to 
receive one at any time. But 
full of optimism they ex¬ 
horted each other to take care 
of their health and wished 
each other good health till the 
next “Old Programmers” 
meeting.

BOGOTA - Colombia will in¬ 
vestigate if brokerage Inter¬ 
bolsa evaded taxes with a 
capital fund in Curacao, the fi¬ 
nance minister said yesterday, 
in a deepening scandal invol¬ 
ving the Andean country's 
largest stock brokerage. 

Colombia is liquidating In¬ 
terbolsa after the company 
failed to make a scheduled 
payment, forcing the central 
bank to inject cash into the 
economy and the government 
to repeat that it's a one-time 
case and not indicative of 
wider financial problems.

Cardenas told local radio that 
he had ordered an investigation 
into operations by Interbolsa 
and Curacao-listed investment 
fund Premium Capital, which 
has joint shareholders with the 
Colombian brokerage. 

The financial market regu¬ 
lator essentially took over In¬ 
terbolsa last week after it was 
unable to make a payment to a 
local bank due to a liquidity 
squeeze tied to repurchase 
agreements, or repos. 

Interbolsa, with about 
50,000 clients and one-third of 
daily operations on the stock 
market, also ceded control of 
its local bond portfolio to Ban- 
colombia SA. 

Market players have so far 
reacted with caution over In- 
terbolsa's woes, agreeing it is 
probably an isolated case but 
also staying alert to any signs 
of a spillover to other financial 
institutions and contagion from 
perceived risk. 

In a sign of more trouble to 
follow, experts said they could 
not rule out criminal cases 
against the company's manage¬ 
ment. 

The investigations could 
have wider implications as far 
as how overseas investors see 
Colombia and the way its com¬ 
panies to operate.

Obama says no security threat from Petraeus scandal 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Pres¬ 
ident Barack Obama yesterday 
angrily hit out at Republicans 
gunning for the US ambassador 
to the United Nations, Susan 
Rice, who is under fire over the 
militant attack on the US mis¬ 
sion in Libya. 

Refusing to say if he 
planned to pick her to replace 
Secretary of State Hillary Clin¬ 
ton, Obama defended Rice, 
saying she had done "exem¬ 
plary work" at the UN showing 
"skill and professionalism and 
toughness and grace." 

Rice has been widely criti¬ 
cized after she said only days 
after the September 11 attack 
on the Benghazi consulate that 
according to the current intelli¬ 
gence it had started with a 
spontaneous protest against an 
anti-Islam film. 

The Obama administration 
has since acknowledged that 
the attack, in which ambassa¬ 
dor Chris Stevens and three 
other US staff were killed, was 
carried out by militants linked 
to Al-Qaeda. 

"She gave her best under¬ 
standing of the intelligence that 
had been provided to her," the 
president insisted, training his 
fire on Republican lawmakers. 
"For them to go after the UN 
ambassador who had nothing 
to do with Benghazi, and was 
simply making a presentation 
based on intelligence that she 
had received, and to besmirch 
her reputation is outrageous." 

Obama, appearing at his 
first press conference since his 
re-election last week, also said 
Rice had appeared on the Sun¬ 
day talk shows following the 
attack at the request of the 
White House. 

Rice is reported to be one of 
the top favorites to be the new 
secretary of state, as Clinton 
has made it clear she is step¬ 
ping down. 

But Republicans have pre¬ 
saged a tough battle in the Sen¬ 
ate, where she would need 60 
votes to be confirmed as Amer¬ 
ica’s next top diplomat. 

"I will do everything in my 
power to block her from being 
the United States Secretary of 
State," Republican Senator 
John McCain said on Fox 
News Wednesday. 

Obama hit back angrily yes¬ 
terday: "If Senator McCain and 
Senator Graham and others 
want to go after somebody, 
they should go after me. And 
I’m happy to have that discus¬ 
sion with them." 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Pre¬ 
sident Barack Obama assured 
Americans yesterday that the 
sex scandal that brought down 
CIA chief David Petraeus and 
ensnared another top general 
has not compromised national 
security. 

Petraeus, the most cele¬ 
brated US general of his gener¬ 
ation credited with turning 
around the war in Iraq, re¬ 
signed last week to pre-empt 
revelations of an affair with bi¬ 
ographer Paula Broadwell, a 
married army reservist. 

The US commander in 
Afghanistan, General John 


Allen, is still under investiga¬ 
tion over mails he sent a 
Florida socialite who blew 
open the affair when she com¬ 
plained to an FBI agent of 
threatening emails from Broad- 
well. 

The scandal has rocked the 
Washington security establish¬ 
ment but, beyond any personal 
failings it may have revealed, 
Obama said he had seen no ev¬ 
idence it had harmed the secu¬ 
rity of the nation or its troops. 

"I have no evidence at this 
point from what I have seen 
that classified information was 
disclosed that in any way 


would have a negative impact 
on our national security," he 
told his first news conference 
after his re-election. 

"General Petraeus had an 
extraordinary career," he said. 
"But by his own assessment, he 
did not meet the standards that 
he felt were necessary as the di¬ 
rector of the CIA with respect 
to this personal matter." 

Petraeus is due to testify to 
Congress later this week on the 
September 11 assault in Beng¬ 
hazi, Libya, which killed four 
Americans including US am¬ 
bassador Chris Stevens and 
two former Navy SEALs 


working for the CIA. 

Lawmakers have accused 
the FBI of withholding infor¬ 
mation about the inquiry from 
congressional oversight com¬ 
mittees, but Obama told re¬ 
porters he could not interfere in 
the investigations under way, 
and would await their conclu¬ 
sions. 

"I am withholding judgment 
with respect to how the entire 
process surrounding General 
Petraeus came up," he said. 

"And we don't have all the 
information yet. But I want to 
say I have a lot of confidence 
generally in the FBI." 
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Toyota to pay $25.5 million to 
shareholders hit by recalls 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - To¬ 
yota has agreed to pay $25.5 
million to shareholders who 
lost money after the Japanese 
automaker’s stock price plum¬ 
meted in the wake of a series 
of mass recalls, court records 
showed. 

The settlement was filed 
hours before Toyota an¬ 
nounced a global recall of 2.77 
million vehicles over water 
pump or steering problems 
yesterday, in the latest blow to 
the firm’s reputation after a 
spate of earlier call backs. 

The firm last month issued 
a huge global recall of 7.43 
million vehicles, including its 
popular Camry and Corolla 
models, over a possible fire 


risk tied to a fault in its electric 
windows. 

Earlier this year it added 
two models to a controversial 
2009 recall launched after 
floor mats became trapped 
under the accelerator, which 
was linked to accidents that al¬ 
legedly caused dozens of 
deaths. 

Toyota’s mishandling of the 
initial problem and other re¬ 
ports of sudden, unintended 
acceleration led to the recall of 
more than 12 million vehicles 
worldwide, a US congressional 
probe, more than $50 million 
in fines from US regulators 
and public apologies by its 
chief. 


Petraeus to testify to 
Senate today 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - CIA 
ex-director David Petraeus will 
testify today before the Senate 
intelligence committee, Sena¬ 
tor John McCain said, con¬ 
firming reports that the fallen 
general would appear this 
week before Congress. 

The general had been sum¬ 
moned to Washington to testify 
in several closed-door hearings 
this week on the deadly Sep¬ 
tember 11 attack on the US 
consulate in Benghazi, Libya, 
prior to his sudden resignation 
last week. 

The sudden scandal, in 
which investigators discovered 
Petraeus had an affair with a 
military reservist who wrote 


his biography, had thrown his 
participation into question. 

Democratic Senator Dianne 
Feinstein, chair of the Senate 
Select Committee on Intelli¬ 
gence, told CNN she expected 
Petraeus would agree to testify 
at a later date, adding that she 
had seen nothing to link the 
sex scandal to Benghazi. 

A close McCain ally, Sena¬ 
tor Lindsey Graham, also said 
Petraeus had indicated he 
would appear before the intel¬ 
ligence committee, but did not 
provide a date. 

US media have reported 
that Petraeus would testify to 
Congress on Friday.

But he said that similar tax 
breaks for the wealthiest 
Americans should expire, a 
point which many Republi¬ 
cans have rejected. 

”We should not hold the 
middle class hostage while 
we debate tax cuts for the 
wealthy,” he said. 

”We cannot afford to ex¬ 
tend the Bush tax cuts for the 
wealthy.” 

The fiscal cliff comprises 
a poison-pill law agreed by 
Republicans and Democrats 
in August 2011 that forces 
harsh budget cuts from Janu¬ 
ary 1, and the expiration of 
tax cuts originally designed 
as temporary measures to 
boost economic growth. 

If both take place, econo¬ 
mists say they could suck as 
much as $600 billion out of 
the economy next year and 
force it into recession. 

The spending cuts could 
force temporary furloughs of 
government workers and also 


decimate key parts of the US 
defense budget. 

Obama appeared to agree 
with the Republican leader of 
the House of Representatives, 
Speaker John Boehner, who 
yesterday proposed the two 
sides carve out a short-term 
compromise to mitigate the 
worst effects of the cliff, and 
then open talks on long-term 
deficit reduction next year. 

But Boehner proposed that 
the government only seek 
more revenues from the 
wealthy by removing special 
breaks they receive in the tax 
code, not by letting the tax 
breaks for them expire. 

Obama dismissed that ap¬ 
proach as unlikely to have 
much impact on the US 
deficit, which has topped $1 
trillion a year for four straight 
years. 

"It’s very difficult to see 
how you make up that trillion 
dollars if we’re serious about 
deficit reduction, just by clos¬ 


ing loopholes and deductions. 
The math tends not to work,” 
he said. 

Obama said talks next 
year could cover government 
spending, a rewrite of the tax 
code, and politically sensitive 
modifications to Social Secu¬ 
rity and Medicare programs 
that are the largest long-term 
challenges to government 
spending. 

”We can then set up a 
structure whereby we’re deal¬ 
ing with tax reform, closing 
deductions, closing loop¬ 
holes, simplifying, dealing 
with entitlements,” Obama 
said. 

’’And I’m ready and willing 
to make big commitments to 
make sure that we’re locking 
in the kind of deficit reduc¬ 
tions that stabilize our deficit, 
start bringing it down, start 
bringing down our debt.” 

”1 want a big deal. I want 
a comprehensive deal,” he 
said.

US names 2 Guatemalans 


Clashes erupt in Europe anti-austerity 
protests 


as drug traffickers 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States singled out two 
members of the notorious 
Guatemalan Lorenzana family 
for fresh sanctions yesterday, 
saying they took part in the 
group’s work with Mexico’s 
Sinaloa drug cartel. 

Ovaldino Lorenzana Cor¬ 
don, 44, and Marta Julia 
Lorenzana Cordon, 37, both 
children of alleged Guatema¬ 
lan trafficking kingpin Walde- 
mar Lorenzana Lima, were 
listed for financial and com¬ 
mercial sanctions for their role 
in the operation. 

Both were officially bran¬ 
ded ’’specially designated nar¬ 
cotics traffickers” for their 


alleged roles in the drug traf¬ 
ficking activities of their fa¬ 
ther, Lorenzana Lima, the US 
Treasury's Office of Foreign 
Assets Control said in a state¬ 
ment. Also listed under the 
sanctions were eight busi¬ 
nesses tied to the family. 

The Treasury said the 
Lorenzana group "plays a key 
role” in moving cocaine from 
Colombia to Mexico's Sinaloa 
drug cartel, which then smug¬ 
gles it into the United States. 

The new sanctions freeze 
any assets the individuals and 
businesses might have in US 
jurisdictions, and forbid US 
citizens from doing any busi¬ 
ness with them. 


MADRID (AFP) - Riot police 
and anti-austerity protesters 
clashed in Spain and Italy yes¬ 
terday as unions rallied mil¬ 
lions of workers to a day of 
Europe-wide strikes and ral¬ 
lies. 

General strikes in Spain and 
Portugal spearheaded an un¬ 
precedented coordinated pro¬ 
test across the continent, 
paralysing swathes of industry 
and hitting road, rail and air 
transport. 

"Europe is waking up today 
— from Rome to Madrid to 
Athens,” said Mario Nobile, a 
23-year-old university student 
in Rome. 

Workers staged industrial 
walkouts in Italy, the euro¬ 
zone's number three economy, 
and in Greece, which is fight¬ 
ing to avert bankruptcy despite 
bowing to demands for new, 
sweeping austerity measures. 

The European Trade Union 
Confederation behind the "Day 
of Action and Solidarity” said 
it was the first time it had or¬ 
ganised such strike action in 
four countries in Europe. 

The strike coincides with 
heated debate over the pursuit 
of austerity policies in the 
midst of recession. 

The International Monetary 
Fund admitted last month that 
it had underestimated the ex¬ 
tent to which such measures 
brake economic growth, open¬ 
ing the way to relaxed deficit¬ 
cutting targets in countries 
such as Portugal. 

Most of the protests were 
peaceful. But police charged 
demonstrators with batons in 
Spain, where unions claimed 
millions of workers had joined 
the general strike, and running 
street battles erupted in Italy. 

Spanish unions said parti¬ 
cipation in the strike was mas¬ 
sive, surpassing 85 percent in 
some industrial sectors, but the 
government said the impact 
was more modest. 

In the main rally in the 
evening, tens of thousands 


spilled into Madrid's streets, 
spreading around the main 
Atocha railway station and 
near the lower house of parlia¬ 
ment, which was sealed off by 
riot police. 

"We have the solution, send 
the bankers to prison!,” pro¬ 
testers chanted amid a sea of 
union flags. 

But Spain's Economy Mi¬ 
nister Luis de Guindos said the 
strike was "not the right path” 
to reduce uncertainty and in¬ 
sisted that austerity was the 
only way out of the crisis. 

In Italy, 17 police officers 
were wounded in clashes as 
tens of thousands of students 
and workers took to the streets 
of Rome, Milan, Turin and 
around 100 other towns and 
cities, calling for more safe¬ 
guards for jobs and pensions 
and protesting against Prime 
Minister Mario Monti. 

Italian unions called a four- 
hour walkout, leading to the 
closure of schools, ports and 


many factories. 

In Portugal, the general 
strike brought Lisbon's metro 
service to a halt while ferries 
across the River Tagus and 
trains across the country ran 
skeleton services. 

Both Portugal and Spain 
have legislation guaranteeing 
minimum services in essential 
industries. 

But in Spain, Iberia, Iberia 
Express, Air Nostrum, Vuel- 
ing, Air Europa and easyJet cut 
more than 600 flights includ¬ 
ing some 250 international 
routes. Ryanair said no flights 
had been scrapped yet. 

Portugal's TAP said it was 
grounding more than 170 
flights, most of them interna¬ 
tional. 

Thousands of people took 
to the streets in cities across 
France, protesting at salary 
cuts, tax hikes and spending 
cuts in the eurozone's second 
biggest economy.

Ireland abortion refusal 
death sparks legal debate 


Polio cases down 
worldwide, trouble 
spots remain 


DUBLIN (AFP) - Ireland's 
tough abortion laws came 
under fire on Wednesday fol¬ 
lowing the death of an Indian 
woman who was allegedly 
refused a termination after 
doctors told her it was a 
Catholic country. 

Prime Minister Enda 
Kenny told lawmakers he 
was awaiting the results of 
two investigations of the 
death of Savita Halap- 
panavar, who is originally 
from India, at University 
Hospital Galway in western 
Ireland. 

Abortion is illegal in 
Roman Catholic-dominated 
Ireland except when it is nec¬ 
essary to save the life of the 
mother. 

Halappanavar, who was 
17 weeks pregnant, repeat¬ 
edly asked the hospital to ter¬ 
minate her pregnancy 
because she had severe back 
pain and was miscarrying, 
her family said. 

But staff had told the 31- 
year-old dentist, a Hindu, that 
she could not have an abor¬ 
tion because Ireland was a 
Catholic country and the foe¬ 
tus was still alive, her hus¬ 
band Praveen told the Irish 
Times. 

"Savita was really in 


agony. She was very upset, 
but she accepted she was los¬ 
ing the baby," he told the 
newspaper by telephone from 
the Karnataka region of 
southern India. 

"When the consultant 
came on the ward rounds on 
Monday morning Savita 
asked if they could not save 
the baby could they induce to 
end the pregnancy. The con¬ 
sultant said, 6 As long as there 
is a foetal heartbeat we can’t 
do anything.' 

"Again on Tuesday morn¬ 
ing, the ward rounds and the 
same discussion. The con¬ 
sultant said it was the law, 
that this is a Catholic country. 
Savita said: 'I am neither Irish 
nor Catholic' but they said 
there was nothing they could 
do." 

She died of septicaemia, 
or blood poisoning, on Octo¬ 
ber 28, a week after she was 
admitted. The foetus had 
been removed on October 23 
after its heartbeat stopped. 

The hospital said in a 
statement that it had ordered 
a review into Savita Halap- 
panavar's death but it had not 
yet started as it was waiting 
to consult with the Halap¬ 
panavar family, who are in 
India for her funeral. 


No cognitive 
decline for 
women with 


migraines: 

study 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Women suffering from mi¬ 
graines are more likely to 
experience changes to their 
brain tissue, though these 
do not appear to cause long¬ 
term damage to their mental 
condition, a study said 
Tuesday. 

The study of 286 women 
and men, published in the 
Journal of the American 
Medical Association, 
showed that women with 
migraines were more likely 
to have brain changes that 
appeared as bright spots on 
magnetic resonance imag¬ 
ing. 

Previous studies have 
found a link between the 
bright spots known as hy¬ 
persensitivities and risk fac¬ 
tors for atherosclerotic 
disease, increased risk of 
stroke and cognitive de¬ 
cline. 

"An important message 
from the study is that there 
seems no need for more ag¬ 
gressive treatment or pre¬ 
vention of attacks," said 
Mark Kruit, a principal in¬ 
vestigator for the study who 
is also a neuroradiologist 
from Leiden University 
Medical Center in the 
Netherlands, which led the 
study. 

Unlike women, men 
with migraines had no 
greater incidence of brain 
changes than other men 
without migraines of the 
same age. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
number of polio cases world¬ 
wide reached a record low in 
2012, giving experts confi¬ 
dence that the disease can fi¬ 
nally be eradicated, 
according to presentations 
made Tuesday at a major US 
conference. 

Just 177 cases were 
recorded globally through 
October 2012, down from 
502 during the same period 
last year, said virologists at¬ 
tending the annual meeting of 
the American Society of 
Tropical Medicine and Hy¬ 
giene in Atlanta. 

But the experts said chal¬ 
lenges in the fight against 
polio remain, citing a dou¬ 
bling this year of the number 
of cases in Nigeria, and per¬ 
sistent difficulties in Pak¬ 
istan. 

Pakistan, Nigeria and 
Afghanistan are the only 
countries where polio re¬ 
mains endemic. Experts are 
trying to eliminate polio from 
those places, making it only 
the second disease after 
smallpox to be completely 
eradicated. 

Steven Wassilak, a polio 
expert at the US Centers for 


Disease Control and Preven¬ 
tion, said new data from Pak¬ 
istan shows that one of the 
two types of wild polio virus 
prevalent in the South Asian 
country is close to being 
wiped out. 

"There have not been any 
Type 3 cases reported for six 
months, which is the longest 
gap in incidence there to 
date," Wassilak said, accord¬ 
ing to a press release. 

But Anita Zaidi, a pedia¬ 
trician at Aga Khan Univer¬ 
sity in the Pakistani city of 
Karachi, said wary parents 
are still refusing to allow 
their children to take part in 
vaccination drives — a prob¬ 
lem that is not easily solved. 

"That is a big challenge 
and not something that can be 
overcome only by expanding 
immunization campaigns," 
Zaidi said, while noting the 
progress made in bringing 
vaccinations to rural commu¬ 
nities. 

Zaidi said Karachi was the 
only large city in the world 
that had failed to stamp out 
polio transmission, and con¬ 
demned the killing of a health 
worker in the city involved in 
a vaccination drive.

Samsung plans no settlement 
with Apple: executive 


SEOUL (AFP) - A top Sam¬ 
sung executive said Wednes¬ 
day that the South Korean 
electronics giant had no plans 
to follow Taiwanese firm 
HTC in seeking a settlement 
over its patent disputes with 
arch-rival Apple. 

Samsung and Apple are 
currently embroiled in patent 
lawsuits in 10 nations includ¬ 
ing the United States and 
Germany, accusing each 
other of stealing design and 
technology. 

HTC, which had been 
locked in similar suits with 
Apple around the world, an¬ 
nounced Sunday that the two 
companies had reached a deal 
to end all outstanding litiga¬ 
tion and sign a 10-year li¬ 
censing agreement over 
patents. 

"We have no such inten¬ 
tion,” J.K. Shin, the head of 
Samsung Electronics' mobile 


unit, told reporters when 
asked if Samsung would seek 
a similar settlement. 

Samsung — the world's top 
mobile and smartphone 
maker — was ordered by a 
US jury in August to pay 
Apple $1.05 billion in dam¬ 
ages for illegally copying 
iPhone and iPad features for 
its flagship Galaxy S smart¬ 
phones. 

It has appealed the ruling. 

Since then, two separate 
rulings by courts in Japan and 
the Netherlands have dis¬ 
missed Apple's claims of 
patent infringement. 

Shin also said Wednesday 
that Samsung expected 
fourth-quarter smartphone 
sales to be as strong as the 
third quarter, when its newest 
Galaxy S3 device became the 
world's top-selling smart¬ 
phone. 


Petraeus case fuels fresh debate 
on online privacy 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
investigation that toppled 
CIA chief David Petraeus has 
sparked fresh debate over on¬ 
line privacy and the govern¬ 
ment's ability to snoop into 
private email accounts. 

"When the CIA director 
cannot hide his activities on¬ 
line, what hope is there for 
the rest of us?” said Chris 
Soghoian of the American 
Civil Liberties Union's Pri¬ 
vacy and Technology Project 

"This should also serve as 
a warning, by demonstrating 
the extent to which the gov¬ 
ernment can pierce the veil of 
communications anonymity 
without ever having to obtain 
a search warrant or other 
court order from a neutral 
judge.” 

Petraeus resigned last 
week when it became clear 
that his affair with 40-year- 
old military reservist Paula 


Broadwell, his biographer, 
would become public. 

"It is troubling because we 
don’t know what permissions 
were granted,” said James 
Lewis, head of the Technol¬ 
ogy and Public Policy Pro¬ 
ram at the Center for 
trategic and International 
Studies. 

Lewis said it was unclear 
if Broadwell was made aware 
of her rights, before agreeing 
to allow FBI agents to access 
her emails. 

He said even spy agencies 
such as the National Security 
Agency, when hunting for 
terrorists, must meet "very 
precise legal conditions” be¬ 
fore obtaining email access. 

"We need to be clear on 
the rules for looking at emails 
without a warrant. The basic 
rule should be no court ap¬ 
proval, no investigation,” 
Lewis said. 


Lonely planet: Orphan world spotted in deep space 


PARIS (AFP) - Astronomers 
on Wednesday reported they 
had detected a planet that had 
strayed from its star system 
and was wandering alone in 
deep space. 

Object CFBDSIR2149 is 
believed to be a cold, young 
world that for unknown rea¬ 
sons has pulled free of the 
gravitational pull of its 
mother star, the European 
Southern Observatory (ESO) 
said. 

It is not the first time that 
a "free-floating” planet has 
been found, but this one is 
the closest that has ever been 
spotted, at over 100 light 
years from Earth. 

Initial observations 
sketched the object as either 


a homeless planet or a tiny 
failed star called a brown 
dwarf, which lacks the bulk 
to trigger the nuclear fusion 
that makes stars shine. 

But the probabilities nar¬ 
rowed when the astronomers 
noted it was roaming near a 
stream of young, restless 
stars called the AB Doradus 
Moving Group. 

"This group is unique, in 
that it is made up of around 
30 stars that all have the same 
age, have the same composi¬ 
tion and that move together 
through space,” said astro¬ 
physicist Lison Malo at the 
University of Montreal. 

"It's the link between the 
planet and AB Doradus that 
enabled us to deduce its age 


and classify it as a planet.” 

The astronomers used an 
infrared camera at the 
Canada-France-Hawaii Tele¬ 
scope and ESO's 8.2-metre 
(28.7-feet) Very Large Tele¬ 
scope in Chile, ranked the 
sixth biggest optical tele¬ 
scope in the world, to get a 
closer look. 

CFBDSIR2149, they esti¬ 
mate, is between 50 and 120 
million years old, with a tem¬ 
perature of around 400 de¬ 
grees Celsius (750 degrees 
Fahrenheit) and a mass of 
four to seven times that of 
Jupiter, the biggest planet of 
our solar system. 

"These objects are impor¬ 
tant, as they can either help 
us understand more about

Bank of England cuts 2013 growth 


forecast amid euro crisis 


LONDON(AFP) - The Bank 
of England cut its forecast for 
British economic expansion 
yesterday and predicted low 
growth for the next three years 
due to the eurozone crisis, tight 
credit conditions and inflation¬ 
ary pressures. 

Gross domestic product 
(GDP) expansion was pre¬ 
dicted to average 1.0 percent in 
2013, the central bank said in 
its latest quarterly report. That 
compared with the previous 
forecast of around 2.0 percent 
which was given in August. 

The BoE also warned that 
economic output would remain 
below pre-fmancial crisis le¬ 
vels for at least the next three 
years, holding underneath its 
historical average in a "sus¬ 
tained but slow" recovery until 
mid-2015. 
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The central bank laid much 
of the blame at the door of the 
unresolved sovereign debt cri¬ 
sis in the eurozone, which is 
Britain’s key trading partner. 

Adding to the gloom, go¬ 
vernor Mervyn King declared 
that activity could shrink again 
in the fourth quarter of 2012, 
having surged by 1.0 percent 
in the previous three months to 
escape from a double dip re¬ 
cession. 

In reaction to the news, 
sterling sank in afternoon deals 
to $1.5840 — which was the 
lowest level since September 
5. It also hit a near two-week 
trough against the euro. 


The BoE also forecast that 
consumer prices index (CPI) 
annual inflation would fall 
back towards the government's 
2.0-percent target in the second 
half of 2013, later than pre¬ 
viously thought. 

In slightly better news yes¬ 
terday, official data showed 
Britain's unemployment rate 
had dipped to 7.8 percent in 
the quarter to the end of Sep¬ 
tember. 

Britain sank into the first 
phase of a double dip recession 
in 2008 as a result of the dev¬ 
astating global financial crisis 
that sparked a number of vast 
banking bailouts.

US report warns over 
China state firms 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A US 
commission yesterday urged 
lawmakers to consider tighter 
rules on investment by Chinese 
state-owned firms, warning 
that they may pose economic 
as well as security risks. 

In an annual report to Con¬ 
gress, the US-China Economic 
and Security Review Commis¬ 
sion also called for efforts to 
bring China into arms reduc¬ 
tion talks due to Beijing's 
growing expenditure on its 
opaque weapons programs. 

Chinese investment abroad 
has soared over the past 
decade. The commission con¬ 
cluded that the world's second 
largest economy will likely 
look to acquire US companies 
as it diversifies its more than 
$3 trillion in foreign reserves. 

William Reinsch, the vice 
chairman of the commission, 
said that companies in the state 
sector — which accounts for up 
to half the Chinese economy - 
- may enjoy unfair advantages 
through lower costs for labor 
and financing, as well as pre¬ 
ferences in winning contracts 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - The Eu¬ 
ropean Commission yesterday 
took some pressure off Spain 
by saying it would not require 
more austerity measures this 
year and next even if Madrid is 
unable to meet budget commit¬ 
ments. 

"The Commission's view is 
that no further steps in the ex¬ 
cessive deficit procedure of 
Spain are needed at present," 
European Economic Affairs 
Commissioner Olli Rehn told 
a press conference in Brussels. 

Spain has taken effective 


at home. 

"While foreign investment 
in America is generally viewed 
positively because it creates 
jobs by adding productivity¬ 
enhancing capital to skilled US 
labor, there may be some ex¬ 
ceptions to the general rule," 
he told reporters. 

The commission, whose 
recommendations are not bin¬ 
ding, called for Congress to 
consider adding economic 
considerations to a 37-year-old 
system in which the United 
States can block foreign in¬ 
vestments for security reasons. 

The commission also re¬ 
commended that Congress in¬ 
crease the disclosure re¬ 
quirements for state-owned 
companies that seek to be 
listed on US stock exchanges. 

The report comes one 
month after the House Intelli¬ 
gence Committee urged that 
Chinese telecom firms Huawei 
and ZTE be excluded from US 
government contracts and ac¬ 
quisitions, warning that their 
equipment could be used for 
spying.

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Indian diamond 
fetches record price 
at Geneva auction 



GENEVA (AFP) - The flaw¬ 
less 'Archduke Joseph” dia¬ 
mond, from India's famous 
Golconda mines, broke sev¬ 
eral world records when it 
was sold at auction in Geneva 
late Tuesday for $21.47 mil¬ 
lion (16.9 million euros). 

The price which the 76 
carat jewel fetched at the 
Christie's sale is a record for 
the auction of a clear, colour¬ 
less diamond. 

It is also the highest auc¬ 
tion price per carat for such a 
gem and the record for a Gol¬ 
conda diamond, the same 
mines which produced the 
Koh-i-Noor which adorns the 
British Queen's crown. 

"It's a cushion-shaped dia¬ 
mond, weighing 76.02 carats, 
of D colour” the purest, most 
colourless variety of diamond, 
a rarity and a speciality of the 
ancient Golconda mines in the 


Indian state of Andhra Pa- 
radesh, said Christie's jewel- 
ery expert Jean-Marc Lunel. 

The 'Archduke (Joseph,' 
which was bought by an 
anonymous bidder, 

once belonged to the Hab- 
sburgs, former rulers of the 
Austrian empire. 

It takes its name from the 
Archduke Joseph (1872- 
1962) who was for a short pe¬ 
riod the Hungarian head of 
state. 

The diamond was sold in 
1936 to a still-anonymous 
buyer and, hidden in a safe, 
escaped the attentions of the 
Nazis during the Second 
World War. 

It reappeared on the inter¬ 
national scene at a sale in 
London in 1961. 

In the 1990s it was sold 
again, in Geneva, for $6.5 
million.

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Morocco’s ’liquid gold’ enriches Berber women 



TIDZI, Morocco (AFP) - In a 
poor but fertile corner of 
southern Morocco, illiterate 
Berber women are tapping the 
surge in global demand for 
argan oil, a "miracle” product 
they grind from a special nut, 
that is helping to lift them out 
of poverty. 

Sometimes known as "liq¬ 
uid gold” or "miracle oil” for 
its rich cosmetic, culinary and 
medicinal properties, the ex¬ 
clusively Moroccan export 
has caused a sensation in the 
West, where it is touted as a 
unique hair care and anti-age¬ 
ing skin potion. 

The rolling countryside be¬ 
tween Essaouira and Agadir, 
resort towns better known for 
their Atlantic surf, is covered 
with argan trees, and distin¬ 
guished by the bizarre sight of 
goats perched in their 
branches munching away on 
the pulp of the nut. 

Another striking feature of 
the landscape is the profusion 
of cooperatives that employ 
Berber women to produce the 
oil, from the tree to the bottle, 
and sell it as far afield as 
Canada and Japan, sharing the 
profits. 

Indigenous, non-Arab 
Berber people make up a large 
portion of the local popula¬ 
tion. 

Zahra Knabo, who runs the 
Ajddigue cooperative, one of 
the very first, says there are 
now 137 of them, and hails 
the "evolution” they have 
brought to the region's Berber 
women who suffer from 


widespread illiteracy, poor 
health care and stifling social 
mores. 

"In this rural area, women 
would traditionally herd the 
animals and gather wood 
from the forest. They were the 
first to wake up and the last to 
go to bed,” says Knabo. 

"Now most of the women 
working in the cooperative 
have money in their pockets. 
Some have completely fi¬ 
nanced their houses. They've 
been able to get electricity, tel¬ 
evisions and fridges," she says. 

When it opened in 1996, 
Ajddigue had 16 employees 
and produced 200 litres (52 
gallons) of oil monthly. 

But around 60 women now 
work there, Knabo says, and 
monthly production has risen 
to 1,000 litres, with an annual 


turnover last year of four 
million dirhams (360,000 
euros, $460,000). 

Reflecting argan oil's 
growing popularity in the 
cosmetics industry, the 
group's two biggest clients 
are French and Italian, 
while the nearby Kaouki 
cooperative says its main 
customer, a British firm, 
started buying the oil in 
2009. 

Scientific proof of the 
oil's unique healing proper¬ 
ties is elusive, but leading 
aromatherapists argue that, 
with its richness in fatty 
acids, antioxidants and vi¬ 
tamin E, it is a highly ef¬ 
fective treatment for 
damaged skin and dry hair. 
The economic crisis has 
taken its toll on demand this 
year, with both cooperatives 
seeing their big European 
clients cutting by half their or¬ 
ders of the luxury commodity, 
which sells for between 250 
and 400 dirhams a litre. 

Competition from the 
growing number of producers 
has, meanwhile, left smaller 
associations like the Tawount 
cooperative, which opened in 
July and employs 15 Berber 
women, struggling to sell their 
products. 

Argan products range from 
cooking and cosmetic oil, to 
hand cream, honey and 
"amlou” - a sweet, nutty paste 
made with almonds — while 
the pulp is used as nutritious 
animal feed, and the shells 
burned as fuel for cooking.

Vonn suffering

LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Four-time overall alpine 
World Cup champion Lind¬ 
sey Vonn was in hospital in 
Colorado Tuesday, suffering 
from "severe intestinal pain", 
her spokesman said.

HONG KONG (AFP) - Rory 
Mcllroy begins the defence 
of his UBS Hong Kong Open 
crown on Thursday fresh 
from topping the European 
money list, vowing there will 
be no let-up as he seeks to 
end his season with a flour¬ 
ish. 

The 23-year-old sealed the 
Race to Dubai at the week¬ 
end, courtesy of third place at 
the Singapore Open, becom¬ 
ing only the second man after 
Englishman Luke Donald to 
win both the European Tour 
and PGA Tour money titles in 
the same year. 

During a fine season the 
Northern Irishman also won 
his second Major at the PGA 
Championship in August and 
just weeks later was part of 
the European Ryder Cup 
team that snatched a dramatic 
victory at Medinah. 

"Hong Kong has always 
been a place I've enjoyed 
coming to," said the world 
number one. "It's always got 
a great buzz, a great atmos¬ 
phere, and there is just some¬ 
thing about Fanling and the 
Hong Kong Golf Club that I 
really enjoy. 

"This week will be extra 
special after wrapping up The 
Race to Dubai last week in 
Singapore, and I can't wait to 
tee up as the defending cham¬ 


pion this week." 

No player has retained the 
Hong Kong Open title since 
Taiwan's Hsieh Yung-yo in 
1964, but Mcllroy has an en¬ 
viable record at the event, fin¬ 
ishing runner-up in 2008 and 

2009, and tied for sixth in 

2010 . 

"I've come close (to win¬ 
ning) a couple of times and 
last year I was lucky enough 
to finally get my first win 
here," said Mcllroy, adding 
that he did not feel he had 
played his best golf in recent 
tournaments. 

"Obviously I want to fin¬ 
ish the year off as strongly as 
possible. It would be great to 
defend here and have a big 
conclusion in Dubai next 
week also." 

Threats to Mcllroy come 
from a trio of Major champi¬ 
ons — Padraig Harrington, 
Paul Lawrie and Y.E. Yang — 
as well as four-time PGA 
Tour winner Matt Kuchar and 
Matteo Manassero, fresh 
from winning the Singapore 
Open on Sunday.

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Melvin, Johnson win Jackson slams Lakers for 'slimy' tactic 
top manager awards 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Oak¬ 
land Athletics Bob Melvin 
and Washington Nationals 
Davey Johnson have been 
named Managers of the Year 
for the second time in their 
Major League Baseball ca¬ 
reers. 

Melvin previously won 
the Manager of the Year 
award while guiding the Ari¬ 
zona Diamondbacks in 2007 
and Johnson won as skipper 
of the Baltimore Orioles in 
1997. 

The 51-year-old Melvin 
was named the American 
League's top manager after 
Oakland went from an 88- 
loss team in 2011 to a 94-68 
record this past season. 

Oakland trailed Texas by 
13 games on June 30 before 
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overtaking the two-time de¬ 
fending division champion 
Rangers for the American 
League West title. 

The A's finished the regu¬ 
lar season with a half dozen 
consecutive wins, including a 
three-game sweep of Texas. 

Melvin, who took over for 
Bob Geren midway through 
the 2011 season, beat out two 
other American League final¬ 
ists, Baltimore's Buck 
Showalter and the Chicago 
White Sox' Robin Ventura. 

The 70-year-old Johnson 
was credited with engineer¬ 
ing the Nationals remarkable 
transformation after replacing 
Jim Riggleman halfway 
through the 2011 season. 

Washington won an 
league-best 98 games this 
past season and captured the 
National League's East title 
for the franchise's first play¬ 
off spot since the Montreal 
Expos reached the National 
League championship series 
in 1981. The 98 wins marks 
an 18-game improvement 
over last year. 

Johnson was chosen Na¬

If we 
are not in the serious hunt, 
then I have failed." 

The transition should be 
made smoother because of 
D'Antoni's previous work 
with all-star guards Kobe 
Bryant and Steve Nash. 

Bryant worked with D'An¬ 
toni on the US Olympic team 
in London and D'Antoni 
coached Nash for five sea¬ 
sons with the Phoenix Suns. 

Bryant said he initially 
told management his top 
choice for coach was D'An¬ 
toni. 

When Jackson came into 
the picture, Bryant said he 
backed him as well. But 
when it was evident they 
were not going to pick Jack- 
son, Bryant said management 
knew that he endorsed the 
pick of D'Antoni. 

"I think we all thought it 
was going to be Phil," Bryant 
said earlier Tuesday. "I said 
D'Antoni was my first choice 
because I didn't know Phil 
would be an option.
